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The University athletic programme for the 1964-65 season 
was more extensive than any other year and equally as successful, 
Statistics show that 260 were active in 18 intercollegiate sports, 
The programme offered to the student body included some 44 different 
activities on the intercollegiate, intramural and recreational levels 
of competition. 

Sir George Williams University was represented in 15 OSLAA 
activities, There was a total of 14 sports offered to the student 
body in the intramural programme, a total of 12 activities on the 
recreational level, Co-recreational activities numbered 11, The 
women's athletic programme offered 8 activities, 

The intercollegiate teams played in a total of 175 games or 
tournaments and travelled a total of 55,000 miles in the United States 
and Canada. 

The teams that represented Sir George in athletic competition 
in 1964-65 have continued to further the excellent reputation enjoyed 
by Georgians in the past. Much of the credit for this must be given 
to the fine coaching staff who contribute time and effort to make the 
programme a worthwhile one and an excellent educational experience 
for the students who compete in the programme, The faculty and 
administration are also to be commended for their excellent support. 
The students are to be congratulated on their accomplishments and for 


their contribution to the University. 


INTERCOLLEGIATE SPORTS 


BADMINTON - Gary Killens -- Supervisor 

The badminton programme was conducted on an intramural basis this year, 
The University did not sponsor a team in the Murray Badminton League 
this year, nor in the OSLAA. Tournaments were run off in order to 
determine the male and female singles champions, Interest in badminton 
in the OSLAA is developing and there is promise of an organized 


badminton league within the Association for the 1965-66 season. 


BASKETBALL - J/V -~ Coach George Lecker 

The J/Vs competed in the CIBL and ended the season on a losing note, 
being defeated by McGill in a playoff series for the J/V CIBL title. 
A home and home series with Wm, Miner Institute in Chazy, Carleton 


University and Plattsburgh were high-lights of their season, 


BASKETBALL - VARSITY -- Goach Al Hirsch 

The varsity Georgians began the season with seven rookies and four 
returning lettermen, The team competed in the OSLAA. A Sir George- 
sponsored basketball clinic and tournament was held in Montreal on 
December 27-28 with Massachusetts Institute of Technology, Rensselaer 
Polytechnic Institute, Middlebury College, and Plattsburgh State 
Teachers College as the participating teams. Attendance at the 
coaching clinic was poor, while attendance at the games was excellent 
considering the time of the year. We hope this will continue to be 
an annual tournament. A very fine trophy has been made available for 


the tournament, The Georgians competed in the Acadia University 


Invitational Tournament in November in Halifax, The CIAU now sponsors 
a Canadian College basketball playoff which should continue to promote 
interest in the basketball programme, Sir George Williams University 


was fourth in the OSLAA and lost the playoff. 


BASKETBALL ~- WOMEN -- Coach Sally Kemp 

The team played in the WOBL, Team members are from the University Day 
and Evening divisions, from the Business School and from the School of 
Retailing, The team played a home and home series with Carleton 
University and in Sports Day competitions at McGill University and 
Macdonald College, as well as sponsoring a Georgian Sports Day. The 
following teams were hosted by Sir George: University of Toronto, YWCA, 


University of Waterloo and Macdonald College.

The Curling Club continued to function well after re-organization through 
the efforts of the Athletics Council in 1963, The Club competed in 

the OSLAA and many local and out-of-town matches, The interest developed 
last season was furthered and this enthusiasm augers well for the future 
of curling at Sir George. The team was second in the OSLAA Bonsplel and 


won nine Bonspiels in college and local competitions, 


GOLF - Coach Magnus Flynn 

The golf team placed second in the OSLAA championship in a meet hosted 
by Carleton at the Rideau Golf and Country Club. The Georgians won 
the Sir George Williams University Intercollegiate International 
Invitational Golf Tournament, This was the third invitational 


tournament hosted by Sir George. We hope to build this into a four 


American and four Canadian university team tournament Kosted on an 
annual invitational basis. A trophy donated by Mr. R. Lunny is 
presented to the tournament winner, The tournament was held at the 
Lachute Golf and Country Club for the third successive year. Platts~— 
burgh, Vermont, Carleton, Loyola and Sir George were the universities 


represented,

The University entered a team in the OSLAA harrier competition for the 
second time, The team gained valuable experience in five local meets, 
Interest in harrier should be maintained at a good level with the 
enthusiasm developed. There are more than enough meets which the team 
can enter which will assure a good competitive season, Harrier was 
conducted on a National Championship basis by the CIAU, again with the 


National meet at Guelph, 


HOCKEY - Coach Paul Arsenault 

The Sir George Williams Georgis ended in second place in OSLAA and won 
out in a playoff with Loyola, Carleton and the University of Ottawa. 
Most of the members should be returning next season so that the team 
should be stronger with more experienced personnel. Three seniors 
graduate in 1965. The appointment of an Assistant in the athletic 
office has continued to consolidate and co-ordinate the University 
hockey programme. Three American exhibition games were scheduled as 
well as OSLAA and local exhibition games. Interest is growing and 
student spectator support has increased greatly. The schedule will be 


restricted to OSLAA, GCIAU and three American exhibition games next 


season, The Georgians were defeated by Laurentian University and 

St. Dunstan's University in the CIAU playoffs in Winnipeg. The season 
ended with an overall record of 15 wins and 6 losses and 3 ties and 
rated number four in Canada. Alex Matthew was awarded the Rookie of 
the Year Award, and Trevor Kerr the Most Valuable Player Award as well 


as the A, Smith Memorial trophy.

Wm, Miner Institute (2) in Chazy, N.Y., Potsdam State Teachers College (2), 
Plattsburgh State Teachers College (1), and New York State Teachers 
College (1).
